Roady to Restore Klaochau to China 


and to Evacuate Troops From East- 
ern Siberia as Soon as Satisfactory 
Arrangements Are Made. 


By EDWARD B. CLARK. 


Washington.—Washington's interest 


in the forthcoming disarmament and 
Far East conference is sharper con- 
cerning the attitude that Japan Is like- 
ly to take than It Is in the positions 
which any of the other conferring na- 
tions may assume. 


It has been possible to obtain an au- 


thoritative specific statement of Ja- 
pan's position as related to certain of 
the most perplexing problems that are 
to be discussed at the forthcoming 
meeting. 


It probably may be well to know in 


advance how the Japanese feel on cer- 
tain matters. 
What Is here set down 


on the affairs touched upon is official, 
and It was secured by your correspond- 
ent exclusively. 
The quotations fol- 


low: 


"The Japanese desire to avoid uofor- 


tunate situations, such as developed 
at the peace conference In Paris, 
where for one reason and another' It 
was made to appear that the United 
States was pitted In diplomatic conflict 
with first one great power and then 
another, till, by the time the Versailles 
treaty was finally agreed upon, practi- 
cally all the powers were discredited 
in America. 


"The Tokyo government now seeks to 


avoid, If possible, even the appearance 
of conflict between American interests 
and policies and Japanese interests 
and policies. 
In the opinion of most 


Japanese statesmen there Is no Issue 
that should not and could not be set- 
tled, both amicably and speedily, and 
they on their part are willing to go 
more than half way to reach any 
compromise and agreement. 


Japan's Position on Shantung. 


"The three most important matters 


are the status of Yap, the concessions 
in Shantung, and the presence of Jap- 
anese troops In eastern Siberia. 
The 


most difficult of these problems seems 
to be that of the concessions in Shan- 
tung. The present situation In Shan- 
tung was fixed by the Versailles treaty. 
By that treaty Germany renounces In 
favor of Japan the lease of Klaochau 
and those of her rights that respect 
the railway from the port of Tsingtao, 
in Kiaochau bay to Tsinanfu. 


"To maintain order and security in | 


Klaochau and* also to protect the 
Tsingtao-Tsinanfu railway from law- 
less elements that infest the regions 
the Japanese .have maintained up to 
the present military guards of not 
more than 2,000 men in Tsingtao and 
along the railway. 


"Japan has, however, repeatedly de- 


clared her readiness to return Kiao- 
chau in full sovereignty to China, to 
withdraw all her troops now stationed 
In Tsingtao and In the railway zone, 
and to make that railway an effective 
joint Chin o-Japanese undertaking. It 
Is obviously Impossible for Japan to 
give effect to that declaration until 
arrangements shall have been made 
between Japan and China." 


Then this official statement which 1 


have secured goes on to say that 
China's attitude has been hesitant, al1 
though Japan has more than once In- 
vited China to enter into the negotia- 
tions. 


Why They Keep Troops In Siberia. 
The 
official 
pronouncement then 


takes up the Eastern Siberia question 
as follows: 


"With regard to Eastern Siberia, 


Japanese Interests and Japanese sub- 
jects, established In that sparsely set- 
tled region as a result of treaty rights 
accorded by the former Russian gov 
ernment, have been given little or no 
protection since the rise of the Bol- 
shevik regime. 
Many Japanejse hav< 


suffered not only personal hardship 
and pecuniary losses, but actual as 
tfault and even massacre. Neverthe 
less, out of the three provinces oj 
Eastern 
Siberia, 
where 
Japanese 


troops originally were stationed, twc 
provinces already have been complete 
ly evacuated. 


"It Is only In the southern frontlei 


region of the maritime province, In 
eluding Vladivostok, that these troops 
still are maintained. Yet it is the In 
tention of Japan to 
withdraw 
hei 


troops from this region also as soor 
ns adequate provision Is made for th< 
protection of lives and property o 
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Japanese residents and. for the defens< 
of the border of Korea."

Yap as follows:

Neverthe- 
less the hope Is to bring the bill Uowu< 
as close as possible to the pre-war fig- 
ures, which were about eight millions 
of dollars. 
If six or seven millions 


can be saved It Is worth while.

penses, and this of course means that} 
a7 lot of government material 
ordinarily has been put through the- 
press will go into the waste paper 
basket, or in manuscript form will be( 
eaten by the office cat or disposed ofij 
surreptitiously ha some way by thei 
printer's deviL 


Everybody who receives public doc- 


uments from the printing office be- 
lieves that a lot of stuff is printed*, 
which never should have been pufc 
through the press, but it must be re- 
membered that this is the IndlviduaB', 
viewpoint, and what does not inter- 
est one man may interest another. So,, 
broadly speaking, it Is impossible foi- 
nny one person to pass judgment ora 
the general value of much of the print- 
ed material which the public shoi> 
turns out for the reading public. 
Congressional Record Is Expensive. 
All the foregoing has reference, 


however, to documents which come 
from the departments of government, 
and it has nothing whatsoever to do* 
with the Congressional Record whleii 
Is, as its name Implies, a record of 
the doings In congress, Including the 
speeches. 


As someone else has put it: "Lo- 


quacity In the senate and house ac- 
count for the largest single Item of 
expenditure—$500,000 to print and cir- 
culate 
the 
Congressional 
Record,, 


which has a dally circulation of 32,- 
000 to 35,000." 


Each representative In congress Iss 


entitled to 60 copies each day of the 
Record, while each senator gets 88- 
copies. Of course the senators andt 
representatives put favored constitu- 
ents on their mailing lists for Con- 
gressional Records and keep 
copies for themselves. Taking it 
and large, the numbers of free 
are not many, but there is a great dea2 
printed In the Congressional Records 
which is Intended only to exploit, for 
hls constituents' sake, the persona* 
and political views of the individual 
congressman. 


In order that the folk back in the 


home district may know that their rep- 
resentative in congress is familiar 
with the-classlcs, or that he likes to, 
read 
modern 
poetry 
and 
essays, 


speech after speech has been printed 
In the Congressional Record at consid- 
erable cost to the people. The repre- 
sentative "continues his remarks In 
the Record," and the folks at home 
think that he is a most learned man, 
and that every word that appears ha 
print was spoken on the- floor, whlcJi 
frequently Is not the case. 


In the saving of money It Is prob- 


able that a good many manuscripts 
worth while may be thrown out, or 
because of advance information, may 
not be printed or never may be pre- 
pared. It is going to be a hard joL» 
to discriminate between the worthy 
and the worthless, but somebody wltli 
good horse sense will be assigned to 
the task. 


Advice to the Farmer. 


There Is no definite way by whlcti 


the various departments of govern- 
ment can determine just what material 
which they send ont In public print 
form is the best worth while. Of 
course, from some articles they get 
large returns in comment from 
the 


daily press and In letters from Inter- 
ested persons all over the cotmtry. 
However, there are certain elements Irs 
the community which rarely write let- 
ters, notably the Individual farmers. 


If the farmers of the country find 


that they are particularly Interested in 
some line of governmental publica- 
tions the wisest course for them to 
pursue, if they want the printing on> 
the subject to continue, is' to write let- 
ters of Interest and commendation to 
the Agricultural department. 
This 


probably will Insure the continued' 
publication of particularly Interesting 
material. 
-, 


A large amount of the printed mat- 


ter which goes from the government to1 
the country is educational'In its scope. 
All of It Is Intended so to be, but there 
are men In the government depart- 
ments, as there are men in congress, 
who yield to the desire occasionally 
to air their own views without much 
regard to the probabilities or possibili- 
ties that their views may be of no In- 
terest to other people.

"The Japanese desire to avoid uofor- 


unate situations, such as developed 
at the peace conference In Paris, 
where for one reason and another it 
was made to appear that the United 
States was pitted in diplomatic conflict 
with first one great power and then 
another, till, by the time the Versailles 
treaty was finally agreed upon, practl- 
ally all the powers were discredited 
in America. 


"The Tokyo government now seeks to 
void, if possible, even the appearance 
)f conflict between American interests 
nd policies and Japanese interests 
nd policies. 
In the opinion of most 


apanese statesmen there is no issue 
hat should not and could not be set- 
led, both amicably and speedily, and 
hey on their part are willing to go 
more than half way to reach any 
Compromise and agreement. 


Japan's Position on Shantung. 


"The three most Important matters 
re the status of Yap, the concessions 
n Shantung, and the presence of Jap- 
nese troops in eastern Siberia. 
The 


most difficult of these problems seems 
o be that of the concessions in Shan- 
ting. 
The present situation in Shan- 


tung was fixed by the Versailles treaty. 
By -that treaty Germany renounces In 
favor of Japan the lease of Kiaochau 
and those of her rights that respect 
the railway from the port of Tsingtao, 
In Klaochau bay to Tsinanfu. 


"To maintain order and security in 


Klaochau and' also to protect the 
Tsingtao-Tsinanfu railway from law- 
less elements that infest the regions 
the Japanese, have maintained up to 
the present military guards of not 
more than 2,000 men in Tsingtao and 
along the railway. 


"Japan has, however, repeatedly de- 


clared her readiness to return Kiao- 
chau in full sovereignty to China, to 
withdraw all her troops now stationed 
in Tsingtao and in the railway zone, 
and to make that railway an effective 
joint Chlno-Japanese undertaking. It 
is obviously Impossible for Japan to 
give effect to that declaration until 
arrangements shall have been made 
between Japan and China." 


Then this official statement which J 


have secured goes on to say that 
China's attitude has been hesitant, al- 
though Japan has more than once in 
vlted China to enter into the negotia- 
tions. 


Why They Keep Troops in Siberia. 
The 
official 
pronouncement then 


takes up the Eastern Siberia question 
as follows: 


"With regard to Eastern Siberia, 


Japanese Interests and Japanese sub- 
jects, established in that sparsely set- 
tled region as a result of treaty rights 
accorded by the former Russian gov 
ernment, have been given little or no 
protection since the rise of the Bol- 
shevik regime. 
Many Japanese him 


suffered not only personal hardship 
and pecuniary losses, but actual as- 
sault and even massacre. 
Neverthe- 


less, out of the three provinces 
oi 


Eastern 
Siberia, 
where 
Japanese 


troops originally were stationed, twc 
provinces already have been complete 
ly evacuated. 


"It Is only in the southern frontlei 


region of the maritime province, In 
eluding Vladivostok, that these troop.' 
still are maintained. Yet it Is the in 
tentlon of Japan to withdraw 
hei 


troops from this region also as soor 
as adequate provision Is made for th( 
protection of lives and property o 
Japanese residents and. for the defensi 
of the border of Korea." 


Then the official statement takes ui 


Yap as follows: 


"As to Yap, the question is actunlh 


under discussion between the Ameri 
can find Japanese governments, am 
there Is every Indication of nn earh 
settlement of the controversy satisfnc 
tory to all parties alike. 


"Japan hns nothing to lose by ( 


policy of conciliation toward China

:rom the departments of government^ 
and it has nothing whatsoever to dd 
with the Congressional Record whicli 
s, as its name Implies, a record of 
the doings In congress, Including ther 
speeches. 


As someone else has put It: 
"Lo- 


quacity in the senate and house ac- 
count for the largest single Item off 
expenditure—$500,000 to print and cir- 
culate 
the 
Congressional 


which has a dally circulation of 32,- 
000 to 35,000." 


Each representative in congress Is 


entitled to 60 copies each day of the 
Record, while each senator gets 88 
copies. Of course the senators andt 
representatives put favored constitu- 
ents on their mailing lists for Con- 
gressional Records and keep some 
copies for themselves. Taking It 6y 
and large, the numbers of free 
are not many, but there Is a great deaB 
printed In the Congressional Record* 
which Is intended only to exploit, for 
hls constituents' sake, the personal 
and political views of the individual 
congressman.

and the worthless, but somebody witlj 
good horse sense will be assigned tc- 
the task. 


Advice to the Farmer, 


There Is no definite way by which: 


the various departments of govern- 
ment can determine just what material 
which they send out In public print 
form is the best worth while. Off 
course, from some articles they gee 
large returns in comment from 
the 


daily press and in letters from inter- 
ested persons all over the country. 
However, there are certain elements In 
the community which rarely write let- 
ters, notably the individual farmers. 


If the farmers of the country fin<3 


that they are particularly interested In 
some line of governmental publica- 
tions the wisest course for them to 
pursue, if they want the printing on? 
the subject to continue, is to write let- 
ters of Interest and commendation to 
the Agricultural department.

Ancona and Campine are well-know:, 
breeds of the laying class; the Brah 
ma, Dorking, and Cornish of the meal 
class; the Plymouth Rock, Wyan 
dotte, Rhode Island Red and Orplng 
ton of the general-purpose class. 


The breeds of the laying class, with 


the exception of the Minorca, are 
relatively small, very energetic and 
lively, mature early, and are easllj 
kept in good laying condition. 
The 


Minorca Is "of larger size and modi- 
fied somewhat in the other particu 
lars mentioned, yet has more the 
character of the laying class than o: 
any other. 


In the meat breeds there Is not the 


same uniformity of type that is found 
in the laying breeds. The'three men- 
tioned differ decidedly.

not putting on fat so readily. Conse- 
quently, It approaches the laying type 
and is most popular with those who 
want eggs and meat, but want eggs 
most. 


The Orpington is at the other ex- 


treme In the general-purpose class, 
being a heavier, meatier fowl than 
the Plymouth Rock. 


Such a list of breeds affords so 


wide a range of choice that poultry 
keepers can always select a standard 
breed better adapted to their local- 
ity and their purpose than any non- 
standard stock they can procure, say 
poultry specialists of th* United 
States Department of Agriculture. A 
flock of standard-bred fowl will have 
the further advantage of reproducing 
true to type.
